TRAIN HOLD-UPS
03T THEIR NERVE

At Critical Time Courage Failed
And Northern Pacific North
Coast Limited Saved.

THREE MEN UNDER ARREST.

Two Admit Flagging Train but  Say
Armed and Masked Despera-
dees Foreed Them To.

Butte, Mont., April 24, —Lack of nerve

at a critical moment caused the fail-

ure of a desperate attempt about 7
o'clock jast evening to hold up the
westhound North Coast limited at a
point two miles west of Welch's spur
and about 12 miles east of Butte on
the line of the Northern Pacific. Ru-
dolph Wenk, Paul Filanius and Al
Teasdel are being held in the county
Teasdel was found in the
vicinity. Wenk and Filenius who are
two wild-looking Germans, admit hav-
Ing participated in the flagging of the
tradn, claiming, however, to have been
forced to act by two armed and masked
desperadoes  who, when the train had
some to a halt, lost their courage and

made a quick get-gway. Flilenius

and Wenk walked to Welch's spur sta-

tion, where they arrived and tald of the
aftair just about the time M. J. Garrity
in charge of the Northern Pacific's
construction work, and a posse of four
armed men, under Sheriff Henderson,
arrived at the latter place. Both Wenk
and TFilenfus, who are Germans and
who speak broken English, declared
that the bandits had 50 sticks of dyna-
mite with them and that it was planned
by the masked desperadoes to blow up

a portion of the train to secure the

money supposed to be aboard. A stick

of dynamite was found on the top of a

low Dbluff bes'de the cut in which the
train was stupped.

What were supposed to have been the
report of torpedoes, supposed to have
been placed on the tracks were reports
of shots fired at the engineer by the
two bandits, according to the two Ger-
mans.
